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The  Tomlins  X-Ray  Department. 

The  number  of  Patients  treated  in  this  Department  during  the 
year  was  230,  an  increase  of  6  over  the  previous  year. 

In  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  the 
Committee  has  purchased  a  Potter-Bucky  Diaphragm,  and  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  Hospital  against  the  risk  of  Fire  a  special  Fire-proof 
Cabinet  has  been  ordered  for  the  storage  of  the  Radiographs. 

Statistics. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  are  set  out  on  page 
14. 

A  Comparative  Table  showing  other  figures  of  interest  is 
given  on  page  15.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  smaller 
average  number  of  Beds  available  in  1927  is  due  to  the  Hospital 
having  been  closed  for  a  period  during  that  year  for  redecoration. 

Pound  Day. 

By  the  generosity  of  friends  the  Hospital  again  received  most 
welcome  Gifts  on  Pound  Dav — October  22nd,  1929.  The  amount 
received  once  more  showed  an  increase,  being  no  less  than 
2,301  lbs.  of  Goods,  The  Cash  received  amounted  to  ^15  2s.  2d. 

The  Schools  continue  to  provide  the  bulk  of  the  Gifts  which 
appreciably  reduce  Matron’s  Housekeeping  expenses. 

Obituary. 

The  Committee  records  with  very  great  regret  that  since  the 
close  of  the  year  the  Hospital  has  suffered  the  loss  of  the  Honorary 
Dental  Surgeon — Mr.  H.  Cadwaladr  Jones — who  died  on  Janu¬ 
ary  23rd,  1930. 

Mr.  Cadwaladr  Jones  had  held  this  position  on  the  Hospital 
Staff  since  1905  and  skilfully  carried  out  a  very  great  deal  of 
most  useful  work. 

I  he  Committee  places  on  record  its  deep  appreciation  of  his 
interest  and  help  throughout  so  long  a  period. 

General. 

1  he  Committee  offers  very  hearty  congratulations  to  Aider- 

man  H.  J.  Baker,  J.P.,  C.C.  (a  Vice-President),  on  his  election  as 
Mayor  of  Ealing. 

Mr.  Baker  first  became  a  Subscriber  to  the  Hospital  in  1907. 
In  1911  he  was  elected  to  the  General  Committee,  and  since  then 
has  also  well  served  the  Hospital  as  Honorary  Treasurer. 
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The  Mayoress  (Mrs.  E.  F.  V.  Baker)  has  very  ably  served 
upon  the  General  Committee  and  House  and  Ladies’  Visiting- 
Committees  for  many  years.  She  has  also  been  a  very  energetic 
worker  in  connection  with  Hospital  Flag  Days,  Alexandra  Rose 
Days,  and  similar  organisations  for  collections  for  the  Hospital’s 
Funds. 

In  order  to  watch  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  Committee  has  applied 
for,  and  has  been  granted,  membership  of  the  British  Hospitals" 
Association. 

The  Committee  has  obtained  exemption  from  the  operation 
of  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Hospital  has  celebrated  the 
Thirtieth  Anniversary  of  the  laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone.  This 
took  place  on  June  21st,  1899,  and  the  ceremony  was  performed 
by  the  Countess  of  Jersey.

The  Committee  records  with  pleasure  that  although  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  E.  Hill  have  removed  from  the  District,  their  interest 
and  support  will  not  be  lost  to  the  Hospital. 

Finance. 

The  Committee  expresses  its  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  all 
those  who  have  again  supported  the  Hospital  and  helped  in  this 
way  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  its  beneficent  work. 

There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  receipts  as  compared  with 
1928;  this  is  accounted  for  in  various  ways  over  which  there  was 
little  or  no  control.  Some  items,  however,  show  an  improve¬ 
ment,  particularly  Entertainments  and  Church  collections.  Mr. 
Harvey  arranged  five  dances  at  the  Park  Hotel,  which  produced 
,£,68,  a  very  excellent  and  encouraging  result. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  contributed  £A0,  Alexandra 
Rose  Day  £80,  and  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  gave 
£60. 

We  have  for  the  first  time  participated  from  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  Savings  Association,  and  have  received  £199  11s.  2d.  for 
three  Quarters.  This  amount  undoubtedly  accounts  for  the 
shrinkage  in  the  Patients’  Payments. 

The  list  of  Subscribers  includes  about  the  same  number  as 
in  previous  years,  although  the  amount  differs  slightly.  The 
Committee  would  like  again  to  emphasise  the  importance  and 
value  of  many  small  subscriptions  regularly  given.

The  Hospital  Carnival  was  again  most  successful,  and  the 
Committee  desires  to  record  its  heartiest  appreciation  of  this 
splendid  help.  It  entailed  months  of  hard  work  and  careful 
thought.  To  the  Organising  General  Secretary;  Mr.  R.  P. 
Bradley,  the  Fete  Secretary;  Mr.  G.  T.  Frost,  the  Carnival 
Secretary  ;  and  to  all  who  so  generously  contributed,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  tenders  its  most  grateful  thanks. 

The  outstanding  feature  was  the  remarkable  liberality  towards 
the  Hospital  Funds  at  the  two  great  Services  of  Thanksgiving  held 
in  Carnival  Week — one  in  the  Broadway  and  the  other  conducted 
by  Rev.  H.  J.  Beck  in  Elthorne  Park. 

yC50  was  contributed  by  various  Sports  Associations  during 
the  year. 

A  disappointing  feature  this  year  is  the  falling  off  in  the 
Box  Collections.  The  other  weekly  contributory  sources  to  the 
Hospital  would  naturally  account  for  most  of  this,  however. 

Mr.  F.  Clayden  has  again  given  of  his  valuable  time  to  collect 
the  boxes — this  assistance  is  very  much  appreciated. 

The  expenditure  incurred  shows  an  increase  of  about  ^50  on 
1928,  although  the  amounts  under  most  of  the  headings,  differ 
only  very  slightly. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  Mr.  W.  Forrest  Hamilton, 
M.B.,  Ch.B.,  has  been  appointed  to  the  Staff  and  is  heartily 
welcomed  bv  the  Committee. 

Committees. 

The  general  policy  of  management  of  the  Hospital  and  its 
finances  continues  to  be  closely  watched  and  directed  by  the 
General  Committee.  The  House  Committee  has  given  considera¬ 
tion  each  month  to  the  administration  of  the  routine  and  domestic 
matters  connected  with  the  Hospital.  Mr.  A.  E.  Hill,  J.P.,  and 
Mr.  j.  Smith  were  again  elected  Chairmen  of  the  respective 
Committees. 

A  member  of  the  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  has  examined 
the  accounts  for  housekeeping,  etc.,  prepared  by  Matron  each 
week,  and  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  House  Committee  the 
Visitor’s  report  has  been  very  satisfactory.
